Maana of eohimaaleatloB had batn 
a hpbby In the Bell family long be- 
fore the inventor ot the telephone 
was hoi'Tv Two generations back. 
Alexand-r Bell l>ecame noted for In- 
venting a ajrstem for overcomin:? 
atammerlBg . apeech, while, hla aoa, 
'Alazaadar MrtvUle, Bell. tatMr of tka 
Inventor of tha talaphaae. parfaatad a 
system ot vlaiblo speech. 

With this heritage, the son. born In 
Bdlnburg. Scotland, in 1847, under- 
took similar experiments while still a 
tad. Re_ constructed an artificial 
skull of gutta-pereka aad ladla rnb- 
b«r that woald proaoaaaa aararal 
worda la weird toaaa, whaa Uawa ia- 
to by a hand bellowa. At tha age of 
16 he became, lika fela father, a 
teacher of elocutioB. aad aa laatrae- 

tor of deaf mutes. 

Bell spent three years in night 
work Ip a cellar la Salem. Maas. 
Hla moaay aaada wara flMt by Oardi- 
aer O. Hubbard, his faturs tathar-la- 
law. and Thomaa Sanders, the bwaer 
of the cellar As he worked be- 
gun to sei the posslblUly of convey- 
ing spe ch over an electrically charg- 
ed wire — the telephone. He used a 
dead Btaa'a ear for a transmitter. 

"It I aaa make a doaf-aaU Ulk." 
Bell had deelarad, "I eaa make Droa 
talk. 

Hi.s first success came while test- 
inn his instruments in iiis new quar- 
ters in Boston. Thomas A. Watson. 
Bell'a amlstant. had struck u clock 
aprlBg at oaa aad of the wire, and 
Bell waa elsetrlfled to hear tha aound 
in another room. For forty weeks the 
Instrument struggled, as It wepe for 
human >p'c<'h Then on March 10. 
1876, Watson hecame alinost insane 
With Joy 'When he hcnd OVOr tha 
Wire, Bell's voice, saying: 
, "Mr- Watson. eooM ■hero. I waat 
you." 

On his twenty-ninth birthday, Bell 
r celved his patent. It waa at the 
Centennial Exposition held at Phil- 
adelphia, two months lat'T. where 
men of science the world over who 
had ooaa to examine and study ih' 
BumerouB iBvaaUeas aahlbltad, saw 
Prof. Bell giro a praetlaal damoastra- 
tloB ot the traBBoUaaloa of- tlM ka- 
man votes by eiectrlelty.
